Commercialized gambling in 
Jefferson county, which adjoins 
St. Louis county on the south, 
has been emerging from back 
rooms and basements in recent 
weeks. Slot machines, bingo trees 
and punchboards are displayed 
openly in taverns and restaurants 
along United States Highway 61 
and Missouri Highway 30 and in 
the Festus-Crystal City area, an 


investigation by the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed today. 


Operators of pinball games and 


juke boxes have been feeling the 
public pulse, it was understood, by 
replacing their “for amusement 
only” five-ball games with the 
“race horse” one-ball devices and | 
other types of coin-operated ma- 
chines which can be enjoyed only 
if hope of a payoff is present. | 
Cash awards are also made to 
players of the bingo trees and 
punchboards. 
Politicians Mentioned. 

Several residents of Jefferson | 
county, who said they were not 
opposed to limited gambling, told 
a Post Dispatch reporter they 
were alarmed by reports of syndi- 
cate operations by a group of poli- 
ticians. They said reports were 
current that some tavern owners 
have been told to get rid of their 
pinball games and juke boxes and 
to replace them with machines 
belonging to the favored group. 

The Rev. George A. Hammon, 
pastor of First Baptist Church at 
Festus, who has been active in 
efforts to have gambling laws en- 
foreed, told a reporter he visited 
the men mentioned as syndicate 
operators and asked them if the 
reporta were true. They denied 
them. 

Prosecuting Attorney J. W. 
Thurman of Crystal City said he 
has heard rumors of syndicate 
gambling operations, but that he 
has been unable to verify them. 

“I know there are gambling vio- 
lations in Jefferson county tav- 
erns,” he said. “but I have been 
unable to prove it legally and, 
therefore, Sheriff Amos Lee and I 


ple come to me gambling in- 
formation, but none will swear 
out complaints or testify. 

“These one-ball machines and 
similar types of coin operated de- 
vices are designated for gambling 
but I cannot direct a raid against 
them unless I obtain proof of the 
payoff. If I find evidence of the 
presence of ‘one-armed bandits,’ 
punchboards or bingo trees I will 
act to seize them because they are 
inherently illegal.” 


Not Wide Open, He Says. 


Thurman said he did not consid- 
er his county wide open” because 
he understood tavern owners paid 
off only known customers and 
persons “passing through.” They 
would not, he said, pay off any- 
one suspected of being connected 
with a law enforcement agency. 

The prosecutor and Sheriff Lee 
of Hematite, both Democrats, were 
elected to office last November. 

Sheriff Lee said he had not 
heard of gambling operations but 
promised to conduct raids if he 
could obtain evidence. He said, 
however, he thought state liquor 
agents should take action against 
taverns where gambling devices 
are on display. 

“There'll be some raids soon if | 
what you tell me about gambling | 
in Jefferson county is true,” he 
told a reporter.

Emil Novotny denied today that 


he expressed an opinion concern- 
ing the guilt or innocence of Dr. 
Robert C. Rutledge Jr., St. Louis 
‘pediatrician, prior to his selection 
as a juror for the doctor’s murder 
trial here last May. 

Novotny’s testimony came at a 
hearing on Dr. Rutledge’s motion 
for a new trial in the killing of 
Byron C. Hattman, admirer of 
Mrs. Rutledge, the physician’s 
wife. 

The former juror said he did 
discuss the pending murder trial, 
thé first in Linn county in 10 
years, with his friends and neigh- 
bors on a Cedar Rapids bus en 
route to work each morning, but 
“we never said anything more 
about the case than was in the 
newspapers.” 

Three defense witnesses have 
testified at the hearing that No- 
votny formed a strong opinion 
about the case prior to the trial 
and told them in bus-ride conver- 
sations that Dr. Rutledge “should 
be hanged.” Novotny, a straight- 
forward talker, denied this with a 
firm: “I did not.” 

‘Ribbed’ by Neighbor. 

After the trial, he said, a neigh- 
bor who customarily rode the 
early morning bus with him 
“ribbed” him about the verdict, 
but immediately started talking to 
Fred Hann, sitting beside Novotny. 
The former juror said, “I couldn’t 
get a word in edgewise.” 

Some friends on the bus ex- 
pressed opinions concerning justi- 
fiable homicide and the sanctity 
of the home, Novotny said, but 
he denied ever expressing his 
opinions on these points. When 
defense counsel asked him what 
his opinion was, he replied: “My 
home would never be entered by 
anyone who was not invited.”

One purpose of the pending in- 
vestigation is to settle, if possible, 
the long-standing controversy over 
the Air Forces assertion that the 
B-36 is in vulnerable to 
jet fighter attack because of its 
high speed and cruising altitude 
and the Navy’s counter-contention 
that its jet fighters can intercept 
it whenever they choose.

PORK AND LARD STOCKS 
LOW AT NATIONAL YARDS 


Heavy purchases of lard by the 
Army, in the National Stockyards 
market, have been a factor in 
bringing lard stocks at the yards 
down to the year’s low, 52 per 
cent below the Jan. 1 mark, it was 
reported today. 

Pork stocks are also at the 
year’s low, with only 19,000,000 
pounds, the lowest carry-over since 
last Dec. 1. Pork provisions are 
about 10 per cent below normal for 
this season, and are 313,000 pounds 
below the 14-year average, 1935-49, 
including the war years. Hog 
slaughter of 171,700 head in July 
was the lightest for any month 
since September 1948, but the av- 
erage weight of 263 pounds was 
the heaviest in 24 months.

In June alone there were 25,119 
new claims, or 42.5 per cent over 
June 1948, and 158,931 continued 
claims, a gain of 49.4 per cent. 

The upward trend began last 
October. By June, claims had in- 
creased 230 per cent over the low 
point last fall. Industries mostly 
affected are apparel, leather, food 
products, wholesale and retail 


trade, censtruction and service e- 


tablishments.

HE first phase of a fact-finding inquiry into the controversy

Not all the statistics are new, 
but the union is putting them into 
the record so that the board ap- 
pointed by President Truman in 
an effort to avert a steel strike 
called for mid-July can have ac- 
cess to them when it makes its 
report and recommendations for 


settlement not later than Aug. 30. 


The union is in the fourth day 
of the eight days allotted for 
presentation of its case and will 
complete its primary argument to- 
morrow. After that there will be 
@ one-week recess at the request 
of the steel companies which 
wanted the time to prepare their 
evidence. The union is saving the 
last three days of its time for re- 
buttal. 

Murray Latimer, insurance con- 
Bultant retained by the union to 
bolster its demand for pensions 
and social insurance, was again 
the union’s witness today. 


Present Plan Held Inadequate, 

He said that present sick bene- 
fit plans for steel workers are 
wholly inadequate, falling $40 to 
$45 a week short of meeting mini- 
mum needs. 

Latimer said that figures of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics for 
December 1948 indicated that a 
family of four needs between $59 
and $62 a week in steel industry 
towns to maintain a “low but ade- 
quate” standard of living. 

“I agree to the low but not to 
the adequate,” the witness com- 
mented. 

Yesterday Latimer talked about 
pensions, 8 also a part of the 30-cent 
package.” Other witnesses for 
the union yesterday were Otis 
Brubacker, its research director, 
who testified about the financial 
position of the steel companies, 
and Robert R. Nathan, who com- 
pleted, after three days, his testi- 
mony by reviewing for the benefit 
of the board the analysis he made 
several weeks ago for the CIO on 
the economic position of industry 
generally, a presentation reported 
in considerable detail by this 
writer at the time it was made 
public. 

Statistical Evidence. 


At this stage of the proceedings 
what the fact-finding board is 
hearing sounds more like a tech- 
nical dissertation on actuarial 
problems than a collective bar- 
gaining over wage increases. 
There is no cross-examination ta. 
highlight the significance of the 
‘evidence offered—that is reserved 
for rebuttal. 

The witnesses stand before an 
easel in a courtroom and speak 
without interruption, mostly in 
explanation of enlarged drawings 
of the charts, tables and diagrams 
they have offered in evidence in 
the form of printed pamphlets. 

Latimer’s evidence, for instance, 
is contained in a booklet of 48 
pages of fine print. Brubaker's is 
a 53-page pamphlet of larger page 
size consisting almost entirely of 
statistical tables. Nathan’s offer- 
ing is two booklets comprising in 
all more than 100 pages—the one 
on the economic position of the 
steel industry which he 
talking about when the hearing 
opened here last week, and the 
other on the state of the economy 
in general which he first made 
public in Washington several 
weeks ago. 

Phil Murray, president of the 
CIO and of the United Steelwork- 
ers, had said last week that ele- 
ments of the 30-cent-an-hour wage 
increase sought by the union were 
12% cents.an hour in wages “cur- 
rently payable”; 112-3 cents an 
hour in “wages deferred for pen- 
sion” and 6.27 cents an hour in 
“social insurance.” 

Estimate On Net Cost. 


Latimer’s actuarial estimates of 
the costs of the pensions and in- 
surance were slightly different 
from those mentioned by Murray; 
he figures 12.81 cents an hour for 
pensions, for instance, and 8.07 
cents an hour for insurance, But

“Outsmarted” by Murray. 

An indication that the business 
community expects some sort of a 
“fourth round” of wage increases 
may be found in an article in the 
business section of last Sunday’s 
New York Times headlined “Steel 
Companies Seen Outwitted.” The 
writer, Charles E. Egan, went on 
to say: 

“Observers contended here yes- 
terday that the industry had been 
outsmarted by Philip Murray and 
his steelworkers, who were cred- 
ited with timing the opening of 
the hearings by President Tru- 
man’s fact-finding committee on 
the steel industry at a time when

10-Year Record on Profits. 


His tables included the 10-year 
record of 42 steel companies, set 
out individually and covering for 
each year such items as profits, 
dividends, net worth and the per- 
centage at which productive ca- 
pacity was utilized. He started 
with 1939 figures and introduced 
the eleventh year by projecting 
1949 first-quarter figures to arrive 
at an estimate for the full year of 
1949. Using only first-quarter fig- 
ures for 1949 and projecting them, 
does not take into account the 
slide in production that began in 
the second quarter. In the case 
of United States Steel and its sub-

A Texas case is now 
pending before the court. Fearful 
that Texas will have no better 
luck than California, Rayburn 
and powerful oil interests are try- 
ing to beat the court to the punch 
by a congressional enactment. 

Bill Under Study. 

The Justice and Interior De- 
partments are now studying the 
proposed O’Mahoney bill. Its main 
features are as follows: 

Royalties on oil from the mar- 
ginal sea to be divided 62.5 per 
cent to the states. and the re- 
mainder to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Royalties on oil from, the con- 
tinental shelf, estimated to be 
the richest area, to be divided 
on a 50-50 basis. 

Management of these oil re- 
sources to be in the hands of 
the states as “agents” of the 
Federal Government. Also, the 
conservation and tax laws of 
the individual states to apply to 
their particular areas. 

There is no indication President 
Truman favors the “compromise” 
scheme. In all his statements to 
date he has insisted on complete

F 1949 follows the pattern of earlier years, and there is every 
reason to believe it will, there will shortly be a rash of rumors 
and reports about large-scale. Soviet troop maneuvers in eastern 
Germany. Some of these stories will take on warlike and threatening 
proportions. Other accounts probably will describe the presence of a 


revived and heavily-armed German 


In all of them there will be an 
element of truth. For all of them 
there is an explainable reason. Al- 
most all of them, as they filter 
through to Berlin and are con- 
veyed to the outside world, will 
be exaggerated. 

Soviet security is excellent, but 
a certain amount of fairly reliable 
information continues to come 
through. Based on this, the pic- 
ture is somewhat as follows: 

Eastern Germany has been one 
of the Soviet army’s principal 
training grounds since the end of 
the war. The terrain is good, and 
much of the equipment was al- 
ready on hand. There is a far 
more impelling motive. Unlike the 
Americans and the British, who 
import their own supplies, the 
Russian soldiers live off the land. 
For the Russians, at least, it is 
vastly cheaper this way. 

How many Soviet soldiers there 
are is one of Germany’s much 
debated questions. Foreign Minis- 
ter Vishinsky, at the Paris con- 
ference, mentioned a figure of 
220,000. The British think it may 
be as high as 400,000. American 
estimates are somewhere in be- 
tween. 

Not all of these, but a good 
many, are combat troops, and of 
the combat soldiers a consider- 
able number have had fighting ex- 
periénce; but it is Soviet policy 
not to leave men too long in for- 


most limited numbers. The result 
is a sizable turnover. 

This spring, for example, some 
50,000 to 60,000 recruits from the 
class of 1928 are believed to have 
come to Germany. This movement 
in itself was sufficient to touch 
off a lot of rumors. 

Quartered in Two Areas. 

Training grounds are scattered 
throughout the Soviet zone of 
Germany, but the bulk of the 
troops are believed to be quarter- 
ed in two principal areas. 


One centers on Koenigsbrueck, 
about 20 miles north of Dresden

The Trouble at Scott Air Base 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Regarding your inquiry on “What's 
Wrong at Scott Base?’ 
Tho soldiers at Scott ‘Air Force Base 
work very hard four or five days a 


Week. They are men in their teens and 


early twenties; most of them receive 
more money than they ever had before 
and have almost no personal expenses. 

On post they have a variety of rec- 
‘ yeational opportunities which are well 
‘etaffed and supervised. Then, with 
money in their pockets, they pour forth 
weekends into neighboring communities 
on two or three day passes. They are not 
gequired to wear their uniforms off post; 
in fact, they are encouraged not to wear 
their uniforms. As a result, young boys 
far away from home become merged into 
the community with no uniform identi- 
‘fication and many of them get into trou- 
dle. Clothes may or may not make the 
man, but it is almost impossible to make 
A soldier and maintain soldierly conduct 
without uniforms, 

Military pelice kept many boys off- 
“post out of trouble during the war days 
by words of caution and advice. They 
restrained the soldier before he went 
too far. But today, the boy off-post 
„cannot be identified as a soldier for he 
‘Wears the same slacks and sport shirt 
as every other youngster. The discipline 
‘and pride of the corps is lost as quick-. 
* as he is on the loose. 

The very simple expedient of requiring 
ali military personnel to wear their uni- 
‘forms off-post as well as on would aid 
' supervision by Military Police and lessen 
unsoldierly conduct which the Post- 

so properly deplores. 

Special service officers at Scott Base 
and elsewhere recognize this but they, 
"as well as the Commanding General, are 
powerless to do anything about it. The 
reason is not difficult to ascertain. Mili- 
_ tary officers do not wish to appear in 
uniform off-post. They believe their 
own disciplinary problems are minimal 

and they regard their uniform in civil- 
lan associations with some personal em- 
darrassment.

A Time for Open Eyes 


The report prepared by George Schermer for 
the new St. Louis Council on Human Relations 
should strike this community as a splash of cold, 
,awakening water.. 

Mr, Schermer was asked to come from Detroit 
to take a look at race relations in St. Louis. 


What he saw was fot pleasant. We who have 
been here all the time should have seen it much 


_ sooner, and much more clearly. But for one 

reason or another, most of us kept our eyes at 
have been in vain if it has no other direct re- 
sult than to cause us to open our eyes all the 
way. 

We need to take # lont look at his conclusion 
that “the responsibility for the (Fairgrounds 
Park) incident and the dilemma which St. Louis 
now faces lies at the doors of many, many peo- 
ple, public officials, civic, religious, business 
and labor leaders. Not because of what they 
did, but because of what they failed to do.” 

Especially since the turn of the century, St. 


Louis has been undergoing some basic changes. 


In that still uncompleted half-century, the total 
population increased 31 per cent while the 
Negro population increased 234 per cent. 
Whether we look at it or not, this hard fact is 
going to have a harder and harder impact on 
the community. It's better to look—and to see 
how that impact can be guided along construc- 
tive rather than disastrous lines. 

For such guidance, Mr. Schermer offers num- 
erous suggestions—for example, improvements 
in the city’s recreation program and in police 
operations. ‘These deserve detailed considera- 
tion, and they will get it. But to Mr. Schermer, 
the central problem is one of education. We 
believe that he is right. 

He suggests an eventual end of segregation in 
the public. schools. That could not be accom- 
plished overnight. But it would be worthwhile 
to seek a law which would permit voluntary ex- 
periments with non-segregated schools wher- 
ever Missourians are ready to try them. That 
would enable St. Louis to begin any experiment 
which parts of the city were ready to approve. 
In the ‘meantime, the schools can be used to 
spread that attitude of respect for civil rights 
which is essential to any fundamental solution. 

Special civics courses might be arranged with 
an emphasis on local aspects of the race prob- 
lem. Special efforts might be made to acquaint 
children with the nature of the community in 
which they are growing up. What a gain it 
would be if tomorrow's. generation were saved 
from yesterday’s shackling pattern! 

Today's generation cannot beg off. And it is 
to be hoped that the Council on Human Rela- 
tions will prevent it from doing so. Mr. 
Schermer believes that the people of St. Louis 
want to do what is right, but that their chief 
handicap is a lack of understanding. 

Would it not be a great gain if we here and 
now resolved that our children shall not be 
handicapped as we are handicapped? 
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Sound Statement by the Guild 

The American Newspaper Guild, a CIO union 
of working newspaper men and women, has in- 
dicated its belief that the fight for survival of 
democratic institutions in Europe must not be 
imperiled by failure to recognize and oppose the 
Communist offensive within the United States.

Various Viruses 


Protamine-Blood Method Expected to Re- 
place Use of Monkeys—Shows Variety 
of Disease Striking.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., Aug. 
2 (UP)—A new tube method to 
“fingerprint” the viruses that 
cause poliomyelitis has been de- 
veloped here, and eventually may 
be a powerful weapon in devising 
means to control the disease. 

‘The method, being perfected 
after six years of tedious research 
work, financed by the National 
foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
is expected to eliminate to a great 
extent the necessity of using mon- 
keys in determining and classify- 
ing the poliomyelitis viruses. It 
has been established that there 
are at:least three groups of polio- 
myelitis viruses—each different 
from the other. 

The test tube development here 
may well give medical scientists 
quick answers to such questions 
as what variety of poliomyelitis 
is striking, and what group of 
persons may be susceptible to the 
disease. It possibly may be a 
diagnostic test. 

Real Value of Test. 

Scientists at the George William 
Hooper Foundation for Medical 
Research of the University of Cal- 
ifornia said that the new test 
tube method might have some 
value as a diagnostic tool, but

Poliomyelitis scientists have long 
sought to develop a test-tube sero- 
logical method for poliomyelitis, 
such as is used in bacterial dis- 
eases. But the poliomyelitis virus 
is so extremely small that 25,000,- 
000 of them placed end to end 
would extend only one inch. 

As a result, it has been neces- 
sary instead to use animals, such 
as monkeys, inoculating them with 
substance believed to contain the 
virus. If the monkey came down 
with the disease, then it was con- 
firmation that the virus was pres- 
ent. But, the animal experiments 
have been costly and slow in de- 
termining the presence of virus 
and identifying it. 

The new method, now in a tran-

tion, employs a protein substance, 
known as protamine, a derivative 
of salmon sperm. It has been 
used in the manufacture of cer- 
tain types of insulin, and is easily 
obtainable. 

The secret of the success in the 
use of protamine lies in the fact 
that it has a positive electrical 
charge and the poliomyelitis virus 
has a negatfve electrical charge. 
Particles of opposite electrical 
charges attract each other. Hence, 
poliomyelitis virus will cling or 
adhere to protamine, and thus 
form a relatively large mass. 

Such a mass is necessary if the 
detection of poliomyelitis is to be 
made in a test tube. The polio- 
myelitis virus itself, however, is 
not observed. What is observed is 
the reaction resulting from mix- 
ing the virus-covered protamine 
with blood samples. 


Reaction from Anti-bodies. 


If the blood serum contains 
anti-bodies created by a polio- 


The reaction is the appearance of 
thin, transparent flakes in the 
test tube solution. 

If the blood being tested has 
no anti-bodies and there is no 
reaction, then the solution remains 
clear. It is a sign that there is 
no poliomyelitis infection. 

Such tests have been made using 
both monkey and human blood in 
the experiments. 

Technically, the new method is 
known as the flocculation test, and 
can be done in a matter of hours. 
In monkey experiments—without 
the test tube technique—the time 
is three weeks or longer. 

The development may eventually 
be a diagnostic test but the scien- 
tists here say that its significance 
and importance are related now 
to the identification of poliomye- 
litis viruses in the search to de- 
termine how many varieties of 
the disease hit in this country— 
and what persons are likely to be 
infected. 

Thus the new test tube method 
should give medical scientists 
some of the answers to the how 
and why of poliomyelitis epi- 


POLIO GROUP SAYS 


SOME RISK FIRMS 
‘HIT BELOW BELT’ 


Asserts Those Afflicted Are 
Not Taking Charity as 
Some Ads Imply. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 2 (AP)—A 
Cleveland officer of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
gis says some insurance com- 
panies are “hitting below the belt” 
in selling poliomyelitis insurance. 

DeForest Mellon, treasurer of 
the foundation’s Cuyahoga county 
chapter, spoke at a meeting of 
the board of directors of the 
Cleveland Association of Health 
and Accident Underwriters yes- 
terday. 

“For years,” Mellon said, “we 
have been telling the people that 
we are paying the bills of all 
polio victims regardless of finan- 
cial condition and that they do 
not need to buy polio insurance. 
The public is not taking charity, 
as the ‘pride angle’ of some of 
the polio insurance ads would 
have you think.” 

In New York, a national spokes- 
man said the Foundation gives 
financial aid to “anybody who 
comes to a chapter for help.” “We 
pay all bills that the family cannot 
pay without undue hardship,” the 


spokesman said. We consider the 
people we help not indigent, but 
perhaps medically indigent. This 
includes the bulk of the families 
of polio victims. But if a man has 
a $75,000 income, we wouldn't pay 
the bills.” 


THOMAS MANN SAYS

BLAGK CROW MORAN

Moran and Mack, who had been 
doing separate vaudeville acts, 
teamed up as the Two Black 
Crows“ in 1921. 

In a few months, they were 
headlining vaudeville shows 
throughout the country and play- 
ing in musical comedies on Broad- 
way. They made records, and 
eventually graduated into radio 
and motion pictures, 

In their heydey in New York in 
George White’s Scandals and in 
the Ziegfeld Follies, they com- 
manded among the highest sal 
aries in show business. ' 

Moran was the “straight man” 
in the team. It was he who made 
the term “goofus feathers” a 
household word during the 1920s.

Dr. Stokely Lands 


Ten Pound Jack Salmon. 
HE best single catch of the 
week was a jack salmon, 
hooked and landed by Dr. 

Stokely. The jack weighed 10 
pounds, 2 ounces, was 30% 
inches long and its girth was 
16% inches. 

The evening before the catch, 
we were swapping yarns on the 
upper level of the camp and the 
subject turned to jack fishing. 
It sounded interesting and we 
asked Doc to explain the tech- 
nique. 

Here's the way I do it,” he 
said. “I use a go-deeper lure. 
When you find a deep water 
pocket, where the jack salmon 
lurk, tie up your boat. You can’t 
jack-fish successfully while the 
boat is moving. Cast your lure 
as far out as you can, with the 
current of the river. Then count 
slowly, one count for each foot 
of the estimated depth of the 
water. That will permit the lure 
to reach the bottom and <‘hat’s 
where the jack lurk. Then start 
winding in with your reel, 
slowly. I use a jerky winding 
motion, fast down and slow up. 
If you get a strike, quickly set 
your fish, Then keep your line 
taut. Don’t give the jack any 
freedom or you'll lose him.” 

The next morning Doc caught 
his jack early. He had put down 
his casting rod to light a cig- 
arette and Check Braschler, who 
hates to see a moment wasted 
on a float, picked up the rod 
and threw the lure far across 
the river. | 

“Here, reel it in,” said Check. 
That's the kind of a cast you 
need to catch.a jack.” 

Doc took the rod and in a 
moment there was a strike. Doc 
estimated it took 10 minutes 
to land Mr. Jack. Check said it 
was only two minutes, Bill 
Toellner, who handled the land- 


ment. Who ever pulled a stop 
watch when he had a jack on 
the line?” he wanted to know. 

At any rate, Mr. Jack was 
landed, and that ended that par- 
ticular float.

ITTLE children who are learning to talk are likely to an- 
L noy their elders by chanting, singsong, the words they have 

heard and liked. They will repeat a syllable over and over 
and laugh with delight at the music they make. They will 
sing a phrase again and again until it rings in the ears of the 
weary listeners. This practice is necessary to perfect the 
speech mechanism and give the child control over it. Let him 
sing away, the more the better. 

Feed his hunger for words by teaching him Mother Goose 
rhymes.

“Cock Robin,” “Simple Simon” are very good for this purpose.

U.S. Army Life—for Others 


Sentencing of Sgt. O'Leary’ on Bad-Check Charge Recalls His Exploits as Bogus Recruiting Officer

SHELBY, Ia, Aug. 2. 

HE fabulous “S Richard 
O'Leary,” whose fantastic re- 

. crulting exploita-amused thou- 
sands of service men and civilians 
during World War II, is back in 
the penitentiary. He recently 
pleaded guilty to a charge of ob- 
taining property by fraudulent 
methods and was sentenced to 
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Seven years under Iowa's Inde- 


terminate Sentence Law. 

Five years after the war ended, 
recruiting was a little harder go- 
ing and O’Leary Made a peace- 
time conversion of his operations. 
He assumed the role of a dis- 
abled veteran. Not recruiting post- 
ers, but crutches and wheel chairs 
were his trappings. 

Sgt. O’Leary is 47 and his age 
is beginning to show. But that 
did not especially hurt his activi- 
ties and he gained the sympathy 
(and contributions) of many per- 
sons. 

Sgt. OLeary, who is a veteran 
of Alcatraz and other prisons as 
well as a veteran of five enlist- 
ments in the army, still had the 
imagination, if not always the 
success of the old days. 

His recent sentence grew out 
of a check he wrote on his non- 
existent bank account. But 
definitely he had not lost the 
O’Leary flair for grandiose 
scheming. 

It was something of a nation- 
wide sensation—a humorous one-- 
in the early days of 1941 when 
this almost legendary sergeant 
packed up a suitcase full of flags, 
patriotic posters, a bottle of 
whisky, and went on an AWOL 
recruiting spree which took him 
across three midwest states. 

As a beaver eager for army life 
for other people, Sgt. O'Leary 
broke into the news when, as & 
fugitive from humdrum army du- 
ties at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
he hauled 35 boys from ‘the Iowa 
state training school at Eldora to 
Fort Des Moines for enlistment. 
The army didn’t want them. 

It was a most confusing pic- 
ture he left at that time, State 
and army officials puzzled over 
what to do about the boys and 
the spurious government requi- 
sitions Sgt. O’Leary had issued. 
But Eldora’s Pied Piper slipped 
away. With flags and bunting he 
sallied on into Kansas and Colo- 
rado, still urging youths to join 
the Army and cashing government 
vouchers along the way. These 
excursions and others have put 
him in prison intermittently in re- 
cent years. When free, new ex- 
ploits from time to time have con- 
tinued to keep Sgt. O'Leary in the 


news, 
T pears to be Marion L. Taylor, 

originally of Oelwein, Ia., al- 
though this fact is not of too much 
importance. Each time he has re- 
enlisted in the Army, he has used 
a new name or varied it somewhat. 

However, in his appeals as & 
veteran Sgt. O’Leary has settled 
on the name of Taylor as a rela- 
tively permanent one, although 
he also has been called Turner. 

“O’Leary is just a name I blurt- 
ed out while on a half-whingding 
when that Eldora thing first came 
up,” the old recruiter explained. 

“But my name is Taylor—and 
that’s the name I use.” 

Under his right name of Taylor, 
the volunteer recruiter began 
Army service almost 30 years ago. 
He has been up and down the 
scale in non-com ratings and had 
his best deal as trumpeter in an 
army band at Jefferson Barracks. 

“T was sent to Cedar Rapids on 
temporary duty as a recruiter in 
1941,” Taylor said. 

“IT got to drinking some of 
that Bohemian home drew 
there which runs up to 25 per 
cent alcohol. 

“When I ran into Von Krog, 
who was the Eldora superintend- 
ent. I had so much brew in me 
that it just seemed to be the 
thing to say, that my name Was 
‘Sergeant O'Leary’. 

„That's the name that stuck and 
ve been kidded about it ever 
since—in and out of prison,” 
Taylor said. 

Taylor was discharged last Jan- 
uary from the Iowa state peniten- 
tiary at Fort Madison where he 
had served three years on a fraud 
charge involving a radio trans- 
action at Algona. 

“The other prisoners down 
there kidded me about the 
O’Leary deal. No matter where 
I go, in what part of the coun- 
try, somebody seems to know 
about it,” he added. 

“Tf I wasn’t on the level when 
I went to Eldora, how would I 
have had my credentials and 
requisitions?” Taylor asked. 
This is a hard question to an- 
swer because he was well sup- 
plied with a variety of recruiting 

material and government papers 
when he arrived at Eldora. 

Assisted by Supt. O. 8. Von 
Krog, then the superintendent, 
Taylor began interviewing pros- 


pects.

He also gave a rousing re 
cruiting talk te the boys at 
the school and during his sev- 
eral days there, further im- 
— the group by leading the 
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When the O'Leary saga ended 
several weeks later, it was dis- 
closed that Taylor in 1917 had 
been an inmate of the school, 
himself. No alumnus probably 
ever had come back to enjoy 
things so thoroughly. 

The 35 boys finally selected 
were youths who had been com- 
mitted to the school for offenses 
of varying importance. Their 
ages ranged from 18 to 21. They 
were almost ready for discharge, 
and the enlistment was to speed 
up their release. 

The alert Sgt. O'Leary sum- 
moned a Capt, Louis Fenton from 
a nearby civilian conservation 
corps camp. In one of the most 
impressive patriotic ceremonies 
held at the institution, the captain 
swore the group into the army. 

Recruiter O’Leary then loaded 
the 35 boys into a Jefferson 
Transportation Co. bus. The 
transportation request was in 
order. 


Completing the 72-mile trip late 
on a January night of 1941, they 
Army post reception center.

35 youths were bedded down on 
cots in the guard house.

Stepping into the Legion room, 
the sheriff invited Taylor to come 
into the jail and interview a pris- 
oner who wanted to ask about en- 
listing.

Arriving at the jail, he found 
the conversation was to be with 
Sheriff Bray. When the cross- 
examination was over, Taylor 
stayed in jail and next day was 
on his way to Colorado Springs, to 
answer fraud charges. 


He had duped a recruiting offi- 
cer and a cab driver at La Junta, 
Colo. He had taken the cab into 
the country to pick up a recruit— 
one of two, whom he had ordered 
to report to Fort Logan, Colo. 

Although both of these recruits 
arrived unannounced, they were 
permitted to enlist. Taylor today 
looks back proudly on the fact 
that within a few months 27 of 
the 35 boys he had recruited at 
— 8 had entered military serv- 
ce, 

It also pleased him to recall 
that his prank speeded by several 
weeks the final release of the 35 
from his own alma mater. The 
group had been returned to the 
school from Fort Des Moines but 
school officials soon turned loose 
the boys whose terms were up 
and were ready for release at the 
option of the institution. 

Taylor was returned to Iowa 
for prosecution. In federal court 
at Dubuque, he pleaded guilty be- 
fore Federal Judge 
Scott to a charge of impersonat- 
ing a federal officer and drew a 
three-year sentence. 

Back in Iowa after completing 


this sentence, Taylor took up the 


trade of radio repairman—a skill 
which he had learned during one 
of his Army hitches, in the signal 
corps.

tiary. 
Walking on crutches, Taylor 
maintains he suffered a back in- 
jury when a jeep in which he was 
riding upset. happened, he 
said, while on army duty in the 
Hawalian islands in 1943. But law 
enforcement officials have found 
no record of army service for Tay- 
lor since June of 1941, when he 
was given an “other than honor- 
able discharge.” 

If Taylor had stayed on official 
duty, rather than go forth on un- 
official tours of recruiting duty 
or similar éxploits, he might well 
have been close to being a 0. 
year-man now.
